Henry T. Florey was the fifth sen of 


tbe late Israel Florey—or mote correctly 
—Israel De Plenry, of tbe family of DC 
Fleuryi of France. Hii fatbei, af one 
time, was a wealthy land owner in tils 
county, but through disastrous specula- 
tions his children were thrown upon their 
own resources, and at the age of twelve 
Henry entered tbe Oautte office, as an 
apprentice to the printing builneu.

ter itaying in the office for about 2 years, 
al the age of fourteen he enlisted as a re- 
:rolt in the aist Kegiment 111. Infantry, 
at that time under the command ot Grant 
Enduring all tbe privations and dangers 
of a soldier's life without a murmer, be 
was with tbe regiment at the battle of 
Chickamauga, where, upon the retreat of 
the regiment, he was urged to fly. "I'll 
die firstl" laid this boy hero—and reload- 
ng and firing, he stood until surrounded 
aad made prisoner. The admiration for 
ils bravery was such that be was not 
larmed by bis captors; be was sent with 
other prisoners to Richmond and from 
there from prison to prison until be 
reached Andersonvllle, where for fifteen 
months he endured tbo horrible privations 
with which we are all too familiar. 


Towards the close of tbo war, through 


an exchange of prisoners, he was released 
with a constitution ruined forever. Upon 
lis return home, being then but eighteen 
rears old, he entered tbe laud agency 
justness in Vicksbarg, Miss , in company 
with his brother Robert, who died of con- 
sumption twelve year* ago. 
After bis 


mother's death Henry removed to Beulah, 
ttiss., the town's name being changed to 
Florcyville in bis honor. 
There while 


applying himself to the study of law, ho 
was proprietor ef the Florcyville Star, a 
weekly newspaper, ttnd fur several yearn 
was clerk of this circuit aiid county courts, 
o.lhc bitter political contest of 1870, be 
ug the only Uepublican elected to oilieo 
ou the entire ticket.
